Work Community. One of the members played 
the sitar during the Gandhi Memorial Meeting 
held in Amsterdam. 


The Royal Tropical Institute, which is keen 
to arouse interest in exotic music, gives members 
of the Society an opportunity to play the diff- 
erent instruments in its collection. 
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
